parallels 
very 
closely the degree of freedom and 
free initiative allowed its citizens, 
according to a study made by an 
economist in this country and in 
Europe under the auspices of the 
National Association of Manufac­ 
turers. 
The survey, which set out to de­ 
termine the amount of work re­ 
quired to buy a series of articles 
commonly used by workers here 
and abroad, shows that democracies 
almost without exception provide 


“more for the money" than the to­ 
talitarian states. In all cases the 
United States heads the list. 
The sum of the survey findings 
is that a factory worker in the 
United States can buy 4 times as 
much food and clothing with an 
hour's wages as a German worker; 
9 times as much as an italian work­ 
er, and nearly 12 times as much us 
a Russian worker. 
The workers of the chief totali­ 
tarian states, Russia. Germany and 
Italy, are at or near the bottom of 
the list in purchasing power, the 
Association's report on the study 


states. “If they Avant bread, coffee, 
clothing and many other articles, 
they must pay much more in work 
for them than people of the same 
economic i/roup in democratic coun 
tries, particularly American work 
ors. 
‘‘On the other hand, it is in the 
democracies, where individual free­ 
dom and the private enterprise ays 
tem prevail, that work is shown to 
buy more." 
The above chart shows the dif­ 
ference in 
purchasing power of 
American workers and those in for­ 
eign countries on some of the Item* 
used in the study.

This leader of a course more radical 
than any ever before attempted in the 
Western Hemisphere has a mild and 
pacific exterior.

broad and strong fingered, the hand 
of the Mexican peasant Igtzaro Carde­ 
nas once was. 
His eyes are very dark, lustrous, 
questioning behind curly lashes and 
surmounted by heavy black eyebrows. 
Rav» n black hair and moustache, wide 
< heek-hones, and copper red skin de­ 
note the Tarascan Indian origin cf 
which General Cardenas is proud 
Mexico once was all Indian, and Gen­ 
eral Cardenas iptends to restore to 
the Mexican Indian the 
sovereignty 
which he lost first to the Spaniards, 
and last as Mexicans now insist, to 
the foreign capitalist. 
With the grave courtesy traditional 
to Indians, President Cardenas bade 
me he seated on a sofa neighboring an 
east I heal ing a large economic map 
ol Mexico, ask’ ii how long I had been 
in Mexico, how I endured the altitude, 
nearly two miles high here, and indi- 
cated lie would he glad to answer any 
question. I put eight in rapid succes­ 
sion, all bearing on the oil expropria-! 
tion. 
He* had certainly heard most of 
them, but in the eleven months which 
have elapsed since lie surprised the 
world by delivering the heaviest sin­ 
gle blow ever suffered by the oil in­ 
dustry ut the hands of a small state, 
muc h has happened to change the an­ 
swers. At first many thought Mexico 
must collapse. 
Her peso f e l l , her trade diminished, 
her prices went up, the cost of living 
rose, but 
Mexico did not collapse. 
Some thought the United States would 
intervene, but the ‘‘good neighbor” 
policy carried on. 
Every day that passes without a set- 
tlemt ut of tie oil dispute weights the 
case against the companies and in fa­ 
vor of that fatuous nine-tenths of the 
law. President Cardenas brushed aside 
Bpt /Hie questions and summed up his 
attitude deliberately: 
“The case of the expropriation of 
the oil companies has ceased to be a 
current issue for the people and the 
government of Mexico. The legality 
of the procedure is no longer Inking 
discussed.
